Moved that Mr. Decker of Pierce, call the counties and that members pre- 
sent their credentials upon such call. 

Mr. Poppleton offered the following resolution, which was agreed to. 

Resolved, That the certificates of election under the Territorial seal of 
Nebraska, shall be received by the House as prima facia evidence of mem- 
bership of this House.

Executive OFFICE, TERRITORY or NEBRASKA, 
Omaha City, February 20th, 1855. 
To the Hon. the House of Representatives of the General Assembly of Nebraska: 

I have the honor to inform you that his Excellency, M. W. Izard, Governor of 
this Territory, has arrived and entered upon the discharge of his duties. 

Respectfully, T. B, CUMING, Sec, of Nebraska, 
On motion of Mr. Latham, 

Messrs. Latham, Peppleton and Johnston were appointed a committee to wait 
upon the Council, and invite them to meet in joint sesson, to receive His Excellen- 
ey Gov, Izard. i 

The Council having arrived and the two Houses being in joint session, Gover- 
nor Izard entered the bar, and was addressed by Acting Governor Cuming as fol- 
lows : 

Gov. Izard—lIn the name of this Territory, its officers, and its citizens, I cordi- 
ally receive you as the Chief Magistrate of Nebraska, 

We congratulate you and ourselves, sir, that, after a long and toilsome journey, 
you have safely arrived, to take the executive charge of the affairs of this vastand 
noble portion of our happy and united republic, 

We congratulate you and ourselves, sir, that the blessings of prosperity and har- 
mony, and the glory of great hopes for the future, are lighting up your path, 
which the vigorous arm of popular sovereignty has carried out, and upon which 
we have entered. We congratulate you, sir, in our firm conviction that your offi- 
cial responsibilities and labors will be so met, as to advance the great leading in- 
terests of the whole Territory, and deserve and receive the calm approval of the 
country at large, and of the multitudes who will hereafter dwell within our borders. 
We feel assured, sir, that a glorious destiny will result from that manifestation of 
the popular will which hasalready fixed the westward “ march of empire ;’’ and 
we rejoice in the assurance that you will hereafter occupy a prominent place 
among the benefactors of commerce, the promoters of patriotism, and the fnendy 
of mankind. 

Let me assure you, finally, that in your espousal of the cause of our permanent 
interests, whatever adversities may beset you, and whatever vicissitudes may oc~ 
eur, you will always meet with the warm and generous sympathy of true hearts, 
and the triamphant support of the great majority of the people. 

And now, in the fervent hope that your relations, social and political, may be as 
fortunate as your heart could wish. I herewith resign to you the chair of Governor 
of Nebraska. 


Gov. Izard replied in substance as follows- 


I return my sineere thanks to you for the kind and complimentary manner in 
which you haye received me. In the difficulties through which you have passed 
and the embarrassments which you have unavoidably encountered in the organiza- 
tion of this now prosperous and growing Territory, I am conscious you had at 
heart the welfare of the whole Territory. Ireturn to you my sincere thanks for 
the cordial welcome and friendly feclings with which you have received me. 

In assuming the duties of Governor, it may be proper for me to indicate the 
eourse which I intend to pursue. Iam fully conscious of the great responsibili- 
ty resting upon me, and upon you, gentlemen of this first Legislative Assembly 
of the great Territory of Nebraska, in the establishment of laws for the govern- 
ment of a free and intelligent people. 
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Upon your action, the prosperity of this Territory in a great measure depends. 
The destiny of this beautiful Territory is now in the hands of its sovereigns, and in 
the discharge of my official duties as your Chief Executive, I shall endeavor to 
carry out the wishes of the national administration, and to meet the fondest hopes 
of this people. I desire that with the blessings of Providence, every act of mine 
shall redound to the interest and prosperity of the whole Territory. . 

Much depends upon the course you will pursue in the faithful discharge of ths 
responsible duties which devolve upon you. I see in the intellectual faces around 
me, abundant cause to hope, if equity and justice shall be your guide. 

The enemies of the Jaw for the organization of this Territory—the enemies of 
popular sovereignty. are looking with anxiety to taunt us with “‘ breaking up in 
a row.” Let wisdom and moderation govern all your actions, I feel that there 
is wisdom and integrity enough here to lay the foundation for a government, the 
dlessings of which are soon to be enjoyed by a population unparalleled in the set- 
tlement of any country—a population which will vie in point of morals and intel- 
ligence with any country, new or old. We have the experience of those who have 
gone before us. Let us profit by their example. Letus show to the world that 
we adhere to and endorse the principles of popular sovereignty, Such eee 
as we enjoy have never before been enjoyed by the people of any Territory. t 
us show to Europe and America that we are worthy of the privileges guaranteed to 
us by our organic laws. Those inherent principles provide for the sovereignty of 


the people. It is my desire to aid and assist you, and you may-expect my co-op- 


eration in the accomplishment of this grand object. 

Whalever suggestions from time to time I may make, I shall consult circum- 
stances. But now, gentlemen, I can only say; that I am pleased to see the pro- 
gress which has already been made. Be assured that the eyes of the whole coun- 
try are turned with interestand anxious solicitude upon you. 

It is expected of you to develope the rich resources, and all that pertains to the 
interest and prosperity of our young and growing community. The administra- 
tion and cabinet will all serve the interests of Nebraska, and all we have to do is, 
to act well our part, to let the eternal principles of popular sovereignty, of equality 
and of justice be and remain tiiumphant. 

The most pleasing and flattering prospects are before us. Let us, then, rise 
above local jealousies and personal animosity, and adhere to the great principles 
of concession and conciliation, and an abundant harvest is in store for us.

Mr. Prestpent ann Mr. Speaker :—I am instructed by the Governor, to lay 
before your honorable bodies, the following message, in writing : 

FELLOW CITIZENS OF THE COUNCIL, 
Anp House or REPRESENTATIVES : 

The circumstances under which I make this, my first official communication 
to your honorable body, are somewhat peculiar, my arrival in the territory hav- 
ing been delayed by causes entirely beyond my control, until a late day of the 
session, I cannot flatter myself that I am sufficiently familiar with the progress 
already made, to indicate a course of policy for the government of your future 
action, with as much clearness and precission as I could desire, but finding the 
session fast drawing to a close, and the more important matters of Legislation, 
which are of vital interest to the people of the territory, yet in their incipient 
state or wholly untouched, I feel it my duty to call your attention to the subject. 
and reeommend to your favorable consideration, such measures as I deem impor- 
tant for the speedy organization of the territory, and future peace and harmony 
of our young and growing community. F 

As a measure of primary importance, I would recommend the adoption of a 
plain and simple system of civil and criminal law, the necessity of this for the 
protection of the lives and property of our citizens, and those who may demand 
our protection in their transit through our country, will be obvious to you with- 
out the enumeration of additional arguments. To accomplish this in the ordi- 
nary course of legislation, would require more time than is allowed by the Or- 
ganic Law for the present Legislative Assembly to remain in session, and as sui- 
table men have already been appointed by joint resolution of both houses, whose 
duty it is to arrange and codify a system of law for the government of the terri- 
tory, and report the same to the Legislative Assembly for its adoption at the next 
regular session thereof, I would recommend for the time being, the adoption of 
some one of the codes of the adjoining States. Perhaps the code of. lowa would 
be best, as a large portion of our citizens at present, are from that State, and are 
more or less familiar with its system. Should you in your wisdom deeide to 
pursue the course above indicated, it will in my opinion, greatly facilitaté your 
progress and enable you to conclude your labors, in a manner beneficial to the 
country and honorable to yourselves. 7 

In connexion with the above recommendation, it will be necessary for the 
complete organization of the territorial government, to pass a general election law, 
fixing the time, place and manner of holding and conducting all elections by the 
people, carefully defining the qualifications requisite to the holding of office, and 
the exercise of the right of suffrage ; and also, to fix definitely a time and place 
forthe meeting of the regular session of the Legislative Assembly. 
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The Organic Law provides that all township, district and county officers. not 
therein otherwise provided for, shall be appointed or elected, as the case may be, 
in such manner as shall be provided by the Governor and Legislative Assembly. 
It will be in conformity with the principles of popular rights which lie at the 
foundation of the Government of Nebraska, that all these officers shall be elected 
by the people. Among these, are a Judge of Probate for each organized county, 
and such other municipal officers as may be necessary for town and county gov- 
ernment. The duties of such officers shall be clearly defined, and adequate fees 
end compensation prescribed. . 

In carrying on the affairs of the Government of this territory, many expenses 
must necessarily be incurred, not properly cognizable by, and chargeable to the 
general Government. To meet this contingency, a system should be adopted by 
which a territorial 1evenue can be realized, the basis of taxation, ever a subject 
difficult of adjustment, even by the older States and Territories, will demand of 
you peculiar care and consideration. By act of Congress, approved July 22d, 
1854, provisipn is-made legalizing the settlement of the unsurveyed public lands 
in this territory, to which the Indian title has been extinguished. The possesso- 
ry interest of the claimant of such lands, and the improvements thereon, may 
legitimately be embraced in the catalogue of taxable property. I would also 
recommend that a law be passed, more clearly defining the rights of settlers un- 
der the act of Congress referred to. 


These are thoughts hastily thrown together, which as a co-ordinate branch of 
the Legislative Assembly, I have deemed it my duty to lay before you, I have 
alluded to subjects which doubtless would not have been overlooked by you, but 
in the haste and confusion of Legislation to be expected towards the close of a 
session, limited as yours is by the Organic Law, there may be reason to fear that 
their paramount importance might not be duly regarded. Special laws may be 
necessary to subserve the public interest in the incipient stages of our political 
existence ; such laws, however, often look more to the attainment of private ends 
than public benefits. If the exigency should arise, I doubt not you would regard 
it as your duty to suspend all special Legislation, and enact such laws of general 
application as are indispensible to our progress as a territorial Government.— 
Having the fullest confidence in your wisdom, integrity and patriotism, I invoke 
the blessing of the Divine Being upon your deliberation, and look forward with 
lively anticipations for the result of this the first Legislative Assembly of the ter- 
ritory of Nebraska, to bring honor and prosperity upon her people, and invite 
our friends from abroad to come in and share with us the blessings of a Govern- 
ment founded upon the eternal principles of popular sovereignty, and I trust 
that you will always find in me a faithful co-worker in seeking to effect these de- 
sirable objects.

OF THE 


TERRITORY OF NEBRASKA. 


DELIVERED BEFORE BOTH HOUSES OF THE TERRITORIAL LEG- 
ISLATURE, IN JOINT CONVENTION, TUESDAY, JAN- 
UARY 16TH, 1855, AT 3 O’CLOCK, P. M. 


GENTLEMEN OF THE Councit anp House or REPRESENTATIVES OF THE GEN- - 
ERAL ASSEMBLY OF NEBRASKA: 


It is doubtless expected by you that, in compliance with general usage, an 
Executive Message will be submitted to your consideration, at the opening of 
this the first session of your General Assembly. 

Having indulged the hope, up to the arrival of the last mail, that the suc- 
cessor of the late Governor Burt would be able to reach us—and, being un- 
willing and unable to indicate the policy of another, as to the various special 

> subjects committed to your legislation, I shall limit myself, in this hurried 
and brief communication, to a few recommendations of a general nature, im- 
mediately suggested by the condition of your territorial affairs, and the im» 
pressive circumstances under which you have assembled. 

The admission of our territory, after so memorable a struggle, has added, 
as it were, a new leaf to the charter of popular rights, and it is a grateful re- 
flection, that you have so promptly impressed upon it (during the same Con- 
gressional term, in which your territory has been added to the Republic) the 
record of your early and harmonious organization. 

You have thus given an augury of your faithful and zealous discharge of 
the responsible! duties devolved upon you, iu the regulation of your domestic -- 
affairs, and have justified the trust reposed in you by the friends of civilization, 
and of the unity and progress of our beloved country. 

By the intervention of Divine Providence, it has been my duty to assume 
the responsibility of the executive acts incident to your imavgurstion. We 
may be thankful that the embarrassments arising from the sectional strifes 
which have retarded or arrested the interests of nearly every territorial gov- 
ernment, have been met, within a brief space, by an individual whose hum- 
ble fortunes are relatively of little moment: and that the permanent Execu- 
tive of your Territory, elevated above the scene of fierce local animosities, 
and popular turmoil, will blend a dignified disinterestedness with an appreci- 
ated efliciercy—a position of eminent respect and usefulness, well befitting 
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the Chief Magistrate of the largest Commonwealth of freemen within the lim- 
its of the Union or the world. 

The first official act within our Territory has been indeed a mournful one— 
the transmission to a bereaved wife and orphaned children in South Carolina, 
of all that was mortal of your late lamented Governor, Francis Burt. In his 
death you have suffered a severe loss—the loss of a man peculiarly qualified 
by his public experience and capacity, his private virtues, and his energy and 
firmness, for the satisfactory and courageous discharge of his official duties. 
He spent but a few weeks of suffering among us, and his grave, in a far off 
stale, is only anothe: tie of union between communities widely severed, who 
wilf revert to his memory with fraternal pride, and to his untimely decease, 
with sympathetic sorrow, There were no unpleasant discriminations to sub- 
tract from the universal esteem in which his manly and amiable traits were 
held by an enlightened people ; and the fact that South Carolina has given 
us one of her distinguished sons, is accompanied upon your record, by the 
expression of your undivided respect and affection. 

One of the principal subjects of general interest to which, next to the enact- 
Hent of your laws, your attention will be directed this winter, is that of a 
Pacific Railroad. You have acquired, in respect to this, an acknowledged 
precedence ; and the expression, in your representative capacity, of the wish- 
es of your constituents, throughout the vast extent of your Territory, may 
have a potent influence, together with the efforts of your friends, in promo- 
ting the construction of such a road up the valley of the Platte. 

Many reasons lead to the conclusion that such a memorial from you will be 
of practical efficacy in contributing to the speedy consummation of such an 
enterprise—an enterprize of such absolute necessity as a means of intercom- 
munication between the Atlantic and Pacific States, and as the purveyor of a 
Jucrative commerce with India, China, and the Pacific Islands. Among 
these are the facts that the valley of the Platte is on the nearest and most di- 
rect continuous line from the commercial metropolis of the east, by railroad 
and the great Lakes, through the most practical mountain passes, to the Me- 
tropolis of the West; that it is fitted by nature for an easy grade ; and that 
it is central and convenient to the great majority of grain growing states, and 
of the northern portion of the Union, being situated in latitude 41 degrees 
north, while the majority of the people of the whole country are between the 
38th and 46th degrees of north latitude. 1t seems to me that it will be the 
desire of the friends of this great enterprise—one of the most prominent and 
important of all the measures of national developement upon this continent 
now under the consideration of the people of the United States—to act imme- 
diately in the selection of routes, and to establish a permanent policy, the de- 
tails of which may be practically prosecuted in the coming spring; and I 
sincerely hope and believe that your legislative memorial in Congress may 
have its legitimate weight in the decision of a question of such momentous 
interest. 

In view, however, of the uncertainty arising from the sectional conflict with 
Which the subject is surrounded, I would respectfully suggest that sucha 
memorial should urgently, if not principally, ask for a preliminary provision, 
from granting which the general government will scarcely be deterred by con- 
siderations of policy or economy. I refer to a proposition presented to Con- 
gréss, eight years ago, for “Telegraphic and Letter Mail communication with 
thé Pacific,” including the protection of emigrants and formation of settle- 
nients along the route through Nebraska, Utah, California and Oregon ; the 
promotion of amicablé relations with the Indians, and facilitating intercourse 
across the American Gontinent, between Europe and Asia, and the islands, 
and American coasts of the Pacific. 
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_ his plan is, substantially, that, instead of or in addition, to gatrisons at 
isolated pointe—parties fof twenty dragoons shall be stationed at stockades 
twenty to thirty miles apart, on a route designated by the Executive of the 
United States, as a “ Post Road’’ between the Missoui river and the Pacifié ; 
that express mails shall be carried by said dragoons riding each way and 
meeting daily between the stockades ; and affording complete supervision 
and protection of a line of electric telegraph constructed by private en- 
terprise. 

By such an arrangement, in which every detail is subject to free public 
competition, a line of telegraph may be opened within one year to the Rocky 
Mountains, and a largely increased mail transported in half the time now 
required, and with perfect security, between the Atlantic and Pacific states ; 
atthe same time giving complete protection to the thousands who annually 
travel on the route, and conducing not only to the settlement of Nebraska, 
but of the vast regions between us and our fellow Pioneers upon our weste 
ern coasts. 

Such an emigrant highway would afford one of the best and speediest 
mail lines in the world, giving efficiency to troops already in service for 
purposes of protection; encouraging emigration, and making a continuous 
series of settlements and cultivated farms around the stockades; between 
which individual or corporate enterprise will the more speedily construct 
the long desired and expected “ Pacific Railroad.’’ 

The location of Nebraska, remote from, but intermediate between the At- 
lantic and Pacific, indicates the neeessity of facilitating intercourse between 
its inhabitants and their fellow citizens on the shores of both oceans. It is 
the duty of governments to defend life and pioperty, and protect and quicken 
communication between all portions of their domain ; and this requirement 
is especially imperative upon the Federal and State Governments of our wide- 
ly extended Union, in respect to territories where civilization is struggling 
for a foothold, and the farms and firesides of whose pioneers have a just claim 
upon the protection of a power whose fleets are traversing every sea for the. 
defence of its citizens. 

Aside, too, from the direct practical blessings of such a system, faithfully 
carried out in all its details, and its immense effect on the correspondence 
and business of the world, the project acquires additional importance from 
the fact, that it will contribute to bind together States far separate, and 
of diverse interests, in the commercial fraternity and sympathy of an insep- 
arable union. 

We may reasonably expect that a memorial advocating the advantages of 
the Platte valley, as a route for the Pacific railroad, and, urging especially 
and strenuously, the immediate adoption of a policy similar to the above 
would not be without its influence upon the deliberations of ( ongress. 

_ By letters received from the Department of State, we are informed that 
the United States laws, and other documents usually sent to territories, were 
forwarded in August and September last. As yet none of them have reach- 
ed us, but we may expect them in the coming spring—together with the libra- 
ry purchased under the direction of the Secretary of the Interior, under the 
` appropriation of $5000, at the first session of the present Congress. 

In the enactment, however, of a Code of Laws, and the establishment of 
public institutions, you have the benefit of an ample fund of experience 
treasured by neighboring states, which hawe passed through the same ordeal. 
Tt is believed that, by a comparison of their statutory provisions, and with the 
co-operation of the Territorial Judiciary, a system ef Jaw and practice may be 
framed, sufficiently symmetrical and complete, to need but little material 
modification by future assemblies. 
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In addition to this most important duty, the general interest of the Territo- 
ry will doubtless ba greatly advanced by your practical recommendations im 
the departments of commerce, manufactures and agriculture. By the pas- 
sage of general incorporation laws you may advance the two former branche 
es of industry, and, by timely and special provisions, may materially aug- 
ment and quicken the profits of the latter. In a country of such vast and 
undeveloped agricultural wealth, and of easy tillage, but so sparsely tim- 
bered, our welfare would be greatly promoted and immigration increased, 
by provisions ensuring a supply of timber when the present growth shall 
have beee exhausted. Such provisions would contribute to encourage the 
more rapid and dense settlement of the interior, and dispel the prejudice 
against our fertile and timberless prairies, by proving it as feasible and 
profitable to raise forests upon their arable soil, as to reduce heavily timbered 
lands to an equal aptitude for cultivation. i 

I would also suggest, in this connection, that specimens of every species of 
mineral, found on the premises of any citizen, (not excepting Lime Rock, 
Sand Stone, Slate, Gypsum, and the products of metalliferous veins, ) shall be 
sent, carefully described, to the Executive Office, to be deposited in a Territo- 
rial Cabinet, which will be of material advantage in effecting a just concep- 
tion and proper development of our mineral wealth. 

In a government like ours, where sovercignty is, in fact, as well as in the- 
ory, with the people, the interests of education and christianity—which are 
the guarantees of the perpetuity of our free institutions—will be especially 
fostered and protected. Our new States and Territories, under the lights of 
the past, illustrating the path of public honor and safety, have endeavored to 
improve, each upon the other, in systematizing and generously endowing this 
most important department of public service—the education of those who are 
hereafter to fill the places of honor and trust, develope the resources of the 
cauntry, by the intelligent application of labor, and direct our destinies, under 
the political rights given us by the Federal Constitution. 

I trust and believe that Nebraska will suffer no disparagement by a com- 
parison in this respect, with her sister territories. 

We have reason to helieve that bands of the Sioux, Puncas and other In- 
dians, stimulated by poverty and rapacity, and emboldened by previous suc- 
cess, will renew their depredations upon emigrants, in the coming spring, or 
may, this winter, descend upon the frontier settlements, I therefore respect- 
fully renew the recommendation of a late proclamation, that volunteer com- 
panies be organized for self protection, in every neighborhood, ready to move 
at any moment, wherever their services may be needed. . 

Gentlemen of the Council and House of Representatives : The introduction 
of our Territory into the great family of the Republic, after a prolonged and 
fierce political contest, has signalised the victory of the constitution, and of 
popular rights—re-enacting in this, the early manhood of our country, the 
principles for which our fathers fought in its infancy, For seventy-nine years 
our confederation has gone on prospering, and gloriously falsifying the fore- 
bodings of the timid, gladdening the hearts of its friends, and successively 
trampling under foot every conspiracy against the equal rights of all its citi- 
zens. We stand in the centre of this great Confederacy. Our fellow citizens 
are brothers from nearly every state. Iu our admission, geographical lines 
were erased between the North and the South. Let us institute no line of de- 
marcation within our territorial boundaries, separating communities of em- 
bittered feelings ! Let mutual concession and concilliation characterize our 
public acts, so that tranquillity and satisfaction may the more speedily pre- 
vail over the conflict of local interests. In a time of the temporary success 
of false issues, let us justify the reliance of our friends upon the efficacy and 
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patriotism of ‘‘ Popular Sovereignty.’’ Let us endeavor to carry onward and 
upward the Territory and the Republic to the heighth so easily reached by 
the legitimate exercise of the intelligent will of the people. Let us stand - 
firmly by the Federal Constitution, and the Union, which still by the bless- 
ing of Heaven, exist unimpaired, in all their primitive beneficence arid glo- 
ry, growing yearly stronger and stronger in the affections of the American 
people, and of every nation of the world. i 

The vital principles of our constitutional existence are energizing repub- 
lican efforts in bóth hemispheres. Let us, for whom they have been again 
and so bolùly enunciated, promptly endorse them, and perpetuate the bless- 
ings conferred upon us—so that the sovereign citizen of any sister state, 
looking to the steady and harmonious progress of our young Territory, and 
its manly defence of the interests of the Republic, may apply to us, and with 
as profound an emotion, the encomium bestowed by an illustrious General up- 
on his victorious comrades, after a hard fought battle: «‘ You HAVE BEEN 
BAPTISED IN FIRE AND BLOOD, AND YOU HAVE COME OUT STEEL.”’ 

T could not forbear, gentlemen, in transferring to another the trust repo- 
sed in me, from expressing a heart-felt pride, that our Territory—being 
thus speedily built up, as another arch in the National fabrie—your public 
acts and counsels will contribute to defend and perpetuate the Union and 
the Constitution of the United States, as the only sure foundation of our 
civil liberties. 

I trust that your deliberations, by the blessing of Divine Providence, may 
be conducted with efficiency and prudence, and that the most ardent hopes 
of each one of you who have confronted the hardships and trials of Pioneer _ 
life, may be realized in the promotion of the lasting good of our vast and 
promising young Territory.

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MEORIAL TO THE SECRETARY OF THE TREASURY, 
- RELATIVE TO THE PUBLIC PRINTING. 


TO THE HON. THE SEC. OF THE TREASURY OF THEU. S. 


Your memorialists, the members of the House of Representatives of the terri- 
tory of Nebraska, beg leave respectfully to represent ; That your memorialists 
understand from the Secretary of the territory, that the incidental printing of 
the two Houses of the Legislative Assembly in this territory; is to be under 
control and direction of said House, so far as the selection of a suitable person 
to do said printing is concerned, but that the prices which are to be paid for the 
same, are to be regulated by the Comptroller of the Treasury at Washington, 
and also that the printing of the laws is to be let by the said Secretary to the low- 
est responsible bidder. 

In view of the fact that the prices to be paid for said printing are to be reg- 
ulated by the Department at Washington, and of the probability that the scale 
of prices paid for printing at Washington, might form the basis of the estimate 
of prices in Nebraska, your memorialists have thought proper to submit to the De- 
partment the following representations : 

Your memorialists therefore, respectfully represent that in the adjustment of. 
the scale of prices to be paid for said printing, in the opinion of your memorial- 
ists, the following facts should receive a full share of consideration. 

Ist. That said printing is to be done in the extreme West, on the frontier of 
civilization, in a new and unsettled country, where few of the conveniences and 
none of the comforts of life are yet to be had, and very few of the appliances 
which render labor profitable in all older countries. 

2nd, That Messrs. Sherman aud Sirickland are the only persons at this point, 
who are prepared to do the public printing, that they are so prepared only by a 
great expenditure of money and the exhibition of au energy in overcoming ob- 
stacles which few possess. - 

| 3d. That in consequence of our great distance from commercial points, a 
large capital is necessarily invested in materials, purchases of the same being 
made but once or twice a year, and that said matevials cost on delivery here, 
owing to the great distance and inconvenient means of transportation, and the. 
high prices of freight and the exorbitant price, probably double that of eastern 
cities. 

4th. That laborers of all classes are very scarce and wages very high, that a 
sufficient number of printers to perform the work with proper dispatch, are not 
to be had at any price, and that those who are to be had make their own terms. 

_ Sth. That the price ot goods, clothing and provisions and all articles which go 
to make up the expense of living, are extravagantly high, and in many instances 
not to be had at any price. 

Your memorialists therefore, respectfully submit, thatin view of the premises, 
a scale of eastern prices would fall far short of affording a satisfactory basis for 
determining the prices to be paid for the public printing in this territory, and 
therefore most ¢arnestly recommend that the acove consideration receive their due 
weight in the adjustment of the prices of said printing, and that taking them all 
into view, a fair, just and liberal remuneration be allowed for the sume. 

And thus your memorialists will ever pray. .

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON AGRICULTURE. ` 


The standing committee.on Agriculture, to whom was referred that portion of 


the Governor’s message relating to agriculture, having had the same under - 
[=] fo] [=] 


consideration, beg leave to submit the following report : 


Your committee, in consideration of the subject referred to them, have en- 
deavored to bear in mind, the great fact that the agricultural interest and the 
prosperity of the same lies at the basis of the growth of a State, that this branch 
of labor is the great conservative of public virtue—the strongest bulwark of 
free and liberal principles, and the most impregnable barrier against the inroads 
of political corruption, that great bane of Republicanism, that upon its prosper- 
ity depends the growth and population of the fair and beautiful land, which the 
Almighty in his benificence hath allotted us, and that in proportion as the farm- 
ing interests predominate in the future counsels of this territory, in that ratio 
follows the development of all material prosperity, private worth and public 
virtue. 

Your committee therefore do not feel themselves at liberty to disregard any 
‘consideration which may in their opinion have even the least tendency to the ae- 
complishment of so beneficial a result, but rather believeing it to be their duty to 
avail themselves of whatever weapon may be placed in their hands, in the 
achievement of such an end, respectfully submit the following considerations : 

The uneven character of the Territory, the sparseness of timber and the boun- 
teousness with which the most ‘rolling’ districts are watered, lead your committee 
to the conviction that the great future agricultural interest of Nebraska, must be 
stock-growing. Centuries hcie have alieady seen the cattle upon a thousand 
hills, the herds of Gods own rearing, and the dawn of a new civilization, though 
it disperses the ancient proprietors, will bring a stranger tenantry in their stead. 
Stock-growing is destined to become the great agricultural interest in Nebraska. 
The cost of fencing the small portion of land required fer cultivation will be very: 
light, whereas, that of fencing against stock-hogs, sheep, cattle, horses &e., 
where materials are so high, would be almost insupportable. It is the remark 
of almost every person coming fiom timbered countries, on ariiving here, that 
the searcity of timber and consequent expense of fencing, building &c., will in- 
terpose no inconsiderable barrier against the rapid settlement of the country and: 
perhaps its settlement at all. $ 

Question has been raised as to the prosperity of passing stringent laws in rela- 
tion to the running at large of stock, and great diversity of opinion seems to ex- 

-istin relation to the policy of such enactments, yet we think the prevailing pub- 
lic sentiment is in favor of considerable restrictions in that respect, though few 
go so far as to recommend that nothing designated by the term of cattle, should 
be permitted to roam at large. 

In the opinion of your committee, any enactment which falls short of thislat- 
fer result, will fail to reach the highest good attainable, ina country characterized 
like our own. A novel proposition this may seem at first blush, but if reference 
is had'to the customs of the old world, its truth will be apparent. In all those 
where timber is scarce and hedges costly, the system of herding stock is in uni- 
versal practice, and it is so in practice because the experience of centuries has 
taught the husbandman that it is the best and most economical system, so will it 
be proven here. Figures never deceive. A calculation will show that the cost 
of tencing Nebraska into ten or twenty acre lots, will rise to a greater aggregate 
amount than the entire price of the whole of its domain at ten dollars per acre. 
It will cost the inhabitants of a township thousands of dollars to fence their farms 
against hogs, sheep, cattle, hores, and a single fence will fast, say at a round es- 
‘imate, ten years, The same township may herd its stock during that ten years 
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in the following manner: A man, a dog and a pony is all the capital required, 
The man can be hired at $12 per month, which fora year, weuld be $144, allow-- 
ing $56 for provision, we have $200, which for ten years will be $2000. Thé 

ony is worth $75, and the dog $25, making an aggregate of $2100—a smaller 
sum in all probability, than would be required to securely fence a single farm of 
320 acres, into twenty acre lots, and keep the same in good repair for the period 
of ten years. 

In view of these considerations thus briefly stated, your committee are of the 
opinion that the wiser policy and that which should receive the sanction of the 
first Lepislative Assembly of Nebraska, the pioneer and forerunner of all is to 
prohibit all swine, sheep or cattle, from running at large, and éncourage the adop- 
tion of the herding system. : 

Your committee scarcely deem it necessary that they should advert'to the 
scarcity of timber, and most earnestly recommend every measure which is cal- 
culated to promote the growth and prevent the destruction of the same. They 
therefore especially urge the enactment of such laws as will effectually prevent 
the destruction of timber by fire, or a useless waste of the same. And they 
further advise that said destruction or waste, be made a penal offence as being a 
serious detriment to the State, and therefore deserving especial reprehension and 
punishment. 

The advantages of a thorough geological survey to the agricultural interest of 
Nebraska, would, in the opinion of your committee, be incalculable—it would 
develop its resources, familiarize the minds of men all over the Union. With 
the facts of the unrivallded fertility and beauty of our vast domain, unmined the 
mineral treasures which slumber in its bluffs and benches, and in an incredible 
short space of time, pour a tide of emigration into our borders, such as no coun- 
try has ever witnessed even in this land of miracles ; your committee therefore 
recommend that speedy action should be taken in memorializing the Congress of 
the United States, for a sufficient appropriation therefor, and the appointment of 
a person suitable to control and direct an enterprise destined to lead to so benefi- 
cient results. ° 

If there is anything which could more contribute to hasten the growth and de- 
velopement of the agricultural intercst:than the measure last proposed, your com- 
mittee are of the opinion it is thatit isthat which they now approach ; and here 
your committee are aware that they are treading upon disputed ground, yet they 
have no hesitancy in dictating their opinions and committing their convictions 
to this House in relation to the same. 

Donations of land to actual settlers have been made in some territories and ad- 
vocated in more. The territories of Oregon and Washington, have been rapidly 
settled under their benign operation. New Mexico and Utah are now filliug up 
in the same manner. No man can doubt that with a donation of one hundred 
and sixty acres of land to each actual settler in Nebraska, our furtile territory 
would populate with unrivalled rapidity. Even without this it is destined to set- 
tle in an unparalleled short period of time. but with it no prophet can predict the 
result. Three years, would beyond all question, find us knovking for admission 
into the Union, and ten, a prosperous and densely populated State. It is no 
wonder that thase not interested in the result should find time to cavel in regard 
to the policy of such a measure, but itfwould be strange indeed, if the people of 
Nebraska, to whom it comes home with peculiar force, should find objection to 
it. Though we have a fertile soil and an unbounded extent of territory, the scar- 
city of timber and great distance from the populous districts of the Union will 
interpose no inconsiderable obstacle to emigration hither. This measure will 
sweep away with it this objection and ten thousand others which influence the 
minds of men in removing to a new country, and putting the farmer in possess- 
ion of a homestead immediately on his arrival here—enable him to expend the 
limited accumulation of his toil, in throwing the few comforts around his family 
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_ ‘which an uncultivated country affords, without casting him homeless here upon 
the tender.mercvies of speculators and land sharks, atid in the opinion of your 
committee, sucli a measure would be especially productive of good at the present 
time. : 

The great financial embarrassment prevailing in the eastern cities, producing 
an almost total stagnation in all departments cf industry, and turning thousands— 
the youthful and the aged, homeless upon the world, clearly indicate that such a 
measure would be the precursor of an almost universal exodus from the abodes of 
penury to the teeming lands of this western eden. Homes for the homeless, 
Jands for the landless, is the motto which falls with a peculiar pleasure upon the 
ear of the overlabored operatives of the east. and let us who are more favored 
than they, not fail to contribute in our measure to Weaving visions of rural com- 
fort and virtue which aie born of this movement into a full fruition. Let us 
rather proclaim to the world, that so far as we are concerned, the exile, the home» 
less, the overlaboied, the landless and all, where hearts aie yearning for a home 
of their own, where they may not only be invested with the rights, but experi- 
ence the sensation of the owner of a fee in the soil, we will greet with the grip of 
a heart-felt God speed welcome. with an earnest baptism into the brotherhood of 
Nebraska. Your committee are therefore of the opinion that this body should, 
in view of the premises, unite in earn'sthy memorializing the Congress of the 
United States, to give their early attention to the early enactment of such a law 
as will secure to each actual setiler in this territory—without price, a homestead 
which no sharper can bai gain away, and no execution reach.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON FEDERAL RELATION S 
ON THE MATTER OF A GEOLQGICAL SURVEY. 


The committee on Federal Relations, to whom was submitted the resolution and 
memorial urging upon Congress a geological survey of Nebraska Territory, pie- 
sent the following report: 


Although thousands annually pass through this Territory by the Platie Valley, 
on their way to California, and many have explored the upper Missouri, still verv 
little is known of the topographical or geological characteristics of the rollin 
prairies outside of these natural highways. The time has now arrived when a cor- 
rect knowledge of the agricultural, mechanical, and commercial elements of this-- 
Territory is of great importance, not only to our own citizens, but to thousands in 
other parts of this Union and throughout the world, who desire homes for them- 
selves or their children. 

The extraordinary fertility of the soil in the vicinity of the riveis is well known 
to the country, ard some observations made by Geologists in the region north 
hnown as the ‘‘ Mauvaise Terre” or the “ Bad Land,” have excited general in- 
terest throughout the world. These mountains of marle are mainly interesting 
for the wagon loads of fossil remains that are gathered up from the valleys or ex- 
tiacted fiom the hill-sides ; butit is believed that a further research may lead to 
more useful discoveries vi! demcnstiate the applicability of the earth to some ure* 
ful purpose. 
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Everything relating to the Upper Missouri and its tributaries, the Yellowstone 
and Big Sioux, will afford an interesting feature in sucha survey, by developing 
the geological character of the *‘ pipe clay ” ridges and peculiar earths and mine- 
rals that give color and character to the Missouri and the great Mississippi below. 

The great Platte river which runs centrally east and west through the mest de- 
sirable portion of Nebraska affords also a great scope for geological -research._— 
The explorations of Col. Fremont, Captain Stansbury, and the overland emigrants 
have asvertained the presence of coal, iron, and various other minerals, but their 
‘extent, position and access have not been ascertained, and the great book of nature 
so far as Nebraska is concerned is yet unsealed, or only opened sufficiently to in- 
terest the curious and the learned. 

The south fork of the Platte, Saline river, and the long line of the Loup Fork, 
are surrounded with doubtand mystery, and their early exploration will lead to im- 
‘portant discoveries to science and the world. 

One great feature of our Territory is a scarcity of timber, and it becomes the 
amore important that every mineral should be ascertained and its quality determined 
so as to apply them as far as possible for mechanical purposes, tuel and buildings. 
In the absence of timber, the first enquiry is for coal, bitumen or some other ma- 
terial that may be used as a substitute. Instead of building with wood, we must 
resort to stone, brick, or clay used in the form of adoba or cement. 

The local position of all these substitutes for timber could be accurately deter- 
mined by a comparatively small expense ; and it is believed by your committee 
that the General Government could not so favorably extend the parental aid, as by 
thus directing her children of the west in the best and cheapest way of buiding 
‘up their homes. . 

As it is more than likely a great railroad system will converge east and in Ne- 
ħraska, so as to pursue the Platte Valley through the mountain passes ‘towards: 
California, it is exceeding!y important to commerce and agriculture, that we should 
know all the material suited to such uses and the faciliues for preparing and ap 
plying them to railroad purposes. 

We have reason also to look forward to the early manufacture of iron, salt, lime 
and other useful articles, and a geological sarvey would accellerate these desirable 
advantages to our infantile, but promising Vertitory, and hasten the period of our 
acceptance as one of the States of our glorious Union. 

With this view of the propriety and importance of the subject, your committee 
respectfully recommend the passage of the resolution without amendment, except, 
it be to make it a joint resoluuiun of the two Houses of the Legislative Assembly.

Your committee cannot better express their deep heart-felt sympathy for the ir- 
reparable loss of so good a man, wlich the people of this Territory aud the. nation 
feel, than to adopt and reiterate the ehaste and highly expressive language of his 
Excellency, Acting Goyernor Cuming, communicated to this House at the open- 
ing of the session: 
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“In his death we have suffered a severe loss—the loss of a man peculiarly qual- 
ified by his public experience and capacity, his private virtues, and his energ y 
and firmness, for the satisfactory and courageous discharge of his official duties. 
He spent buta few weeks of suffering among us, and his grave, in a far off State, 
is only another tie of union between communities widely severed, who will revert 
to his memory with fraternal pride, and to his untimely decease, with sym pathet- 
je sorrow. ‘There were no unpleasant discriminations to subtract from the uni- 
versal esteem in which his manly and amiable traits were held by an enlightened 
people ; and the fact that South Carolina has given us one of her distinguished 
‘sons, is accompanied upon your record, by the expression of your undivided re- 
spect and affection.” i 

Your committee deeply sympathize with the wife and orphan children of our 
late lamented Governor in his untimely death. Though widely separated from the 
bosom of his family and the circle of his former friends, his amiable traits of char- 
acter and his sterling moral worth, during his short stay among us, had given hinr 
the highest seat in the affections of the people, who most cordially extend the hand 
of friendship to, and mingle the tear of sorrow with his much afflicted wife and 
orphan children in South Carolina. And while they have been deprived of hus- 
bind father and benefactor, the nation has lost one of its must gifted sons, and so- 
ciety one of its most useful members.

The organization of volunteer companies in every neighborhood, under officers 
elected by themselves, and pledged to move at a moments warning whenever their 
services are called for. 

Your committee are of opinion that experience has shown that militia ‘ train- 
ings ” under the old plan are too often a nullity and a farce ; while on the other 
hand they confidently rely on the patriotism and honor of self orgonized compa- 
nies of our gallant settlers, to fly to the rescue whenever the farms of friends and 
neighbors are invaded, or whenever emigrants are attacked in passing through our. 
borders. 

They have also taken into consideration the bill which has passed this House, ~ 
organizing two companies of enlisted men, and the additional fact that the General 
Government is reported to have authorized the enlistment of a large force for the 
protection of the emigrant routes between the Missouri and frontier. ; 

Your. committee are therefore of opinion, that the reecommendations of the ex- 
ecutive should be carried out, in the forming of volunteer companies, and that the 
organization of such companies will be speedy and effective, under their own con- 
tro} as ynder any rules which might be enacted by the Legislature.
